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| him that diſhanour to pertake his loue, hee would 
nat vie any other teuenge, bat at the next greting (tab him 
with his poinade, f he were condemned to death foz 
the actian. All this fitted fo; the humour of my ſnppoled huſ- 
band, and ſccuck both me and my frend into a quandarte ; 
but J ſcozaſully iefted at it, when as my huſband, taking 
the ball befoze it came to the ground, began te make along 
diſcourſe, what faithleſſe friends they were that mould faile 
in loue: eſpecially, where areſolued truſt of the party beloued 
was committed vato them: and hearenpon , to make the 
maſter moꝛe ccevulus , and to quip my folly,aadfo taunt the 
baſones of my trends mind, that ſo hee might with courtee 
both warne vs of our wantaueſe, and ceclaimg tgiromill, 
he pꝛomiſed to tell apleaſantKo2y »pertozmen aa he laid, not 
long ſiace in England, and it was to this effec. |

gentle warning, became to be a modeſt Matron. 


113 a Gentleman (to giue him his due an El. 
quice heers in England, that was married to a poang 
Gentlewoman , faire and of a modeſt behaniour, vertuoug 
in her lookes, howſoeuer ſhe was in berthoughts, and one 
that every way with her dutilull endeauour , and outward 
appearance ofhonefty, did bꝛed her buſbands content, inſo- 
much that the Gentleman ſo atected her, as he coun- 
ted all thoſe houres ill ſpent which hee paſt not away in her 
tompanę, beſotting ſo himſelfe in the beauty of his wife, 
that his onely care was to haue her enery way delighted. 
Liuing thus pleaſantly together, hee had one ſpeciall friend 
amongſt the reſt, whom he ſo dearely affected , as he vnfol- 
ded allhis ſecrets in his boſome, and what paſſion hee hadin 
his mind, that either toyed him, oz perplexed him, herenealed 
led

led vnto his friend, and direc-d his actions accozding to the 
lequel of his counſols, ſo that they waretwo bodies and one 
ſoule. This Gentleman, foz all the in ward fanour ſht wne 
dum by bis faithtull friend, could not ſo withſtand the fozcs 
of fancy,but hee grew enamoured of his friends wife whom 
hee courted with many ſwate wozds, and faire pzomiſes, 
charmes that are able to inchaunt almoſt the chaſteſt cares, 
and · a ſubtilly couched his arguments, diſconered ſuch loue 
in his eyes, and iuch ſozrow in his lookes, that diſpaire ſee⸗ 
med to fit in his face, and (woze that if ſhe granted not him, 
the end of a lonets ſighs, then would p2eſently his heart as a 
Tragicke Sacrifice to the fight of his cruell PiſtreCo. The 
Gentlewoman waxed pittifull as women are kind-hearted, 
and areloath Gentlemen ſhould dye foz loue, after a few ex⸗ 
cuſes,let him dub her haſband knight of the fozked ozder, and 
loto ſatiſfie his humoz,made fozfeit o? her owne honoz. Thus 
thaſetws louers continued fo2 a great ſpace in ſuch pleaſures 
vs bnchaſt wantons count their felicity , hauingcontinually 
fit oppozkunity to excerciſe their wicked purpoſe, ſith 
the Gentleman himſelſe did give them free libertie to 
loue, neither ſuſpecting his wife, no2 his friend: at laſt, as 
ſuch trapterous abuſes will burſt fozth, it fell out, that a 
mayd who had beene an old ſecuantin the houſe, began to 
grow ſuſpicious, that there was too much familarity bc» 
twene her Piltris,and her Maſters lriend; and vpon this, 
watcht them dingrs times ſo narrowly,that at laſt che found 
them moze pzinats then either agrad with her maſters ho- 
no3, 93 her sone honeſty : and therevpon revealed it oneday 
unto her Paſtor, He, little ccedulons-of the light-behaniour 
of his wife, blamed the maid, and bid hit tte heꝛde, leaſt (hs 
lought to blemiſh her vertues with lender, whom bes loued 
moze tenderly then his owne life :the maid replyed; that ſhee 
ſpakenotof enuytohim , but of meere lone ſhes bare vnto 
him, and the rather that hee might ſhadow ſuch a fan!t in 
time, and by ſome meanes pꝛeuent it, ieft if others ſhould 


note it as well as ſhe; his wines good name, and his friends 
E; ſhould 
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ould be called in queſtion. At theſe wiſe woꝛds ſpoken by ſo 
baſe a D2udge as his Maid, the gentleman waxed aſtoniſhed, 
and liſtned to her diſcourſe, wiſhing ber todiſcouer how ſhes 
knew, oꝛ was ſo pꝛinie to p folly of her miſtreſſe, 02 by what 
meanes he mighc haue aſſured pꝛoofe of it:the told him, that 
to her, her owne eyes were witneſſes: fo; he ſaw them vn⸗ 
lawfully together, aud pleaſeit you ſir, quoth ſhee, to ſaine 
Four (eife to gos from home, and then in the Back⸗houſe fo 
keepe von ſecret, J willletyon ſee as much as J haue mani⸗ 
feſted vnto pou. Upon this her Paſter agred, and warned 
his Mt id not ſo much as to make it knowne to any of her 
ſellowes within a day oz two after, the Gentleman ſaid hee 
would goe a hunting, end ſo roſe very carly , and cauſing his 
men tocouple vp his hounds, left his wiſe a bed, and went a⸗ 
b:oad, asſoone as he was gone a mile rom the houſe , hee 
commanded his men to ride afoze,and to ſtatt the Hate, and 
follow the chaſe , and hee would come faire and ſoftly after: 
they obeping their maſters charge, went their wapes, and 
hes returned by a back way to his houſe, and went ſecretly 
to the place wherebis Paid and hee had appointed. In the 
meane time the Miſlreſſe thinking her huſband ſafe with his 
hounds, ſent fo; her friend to her bed⸗ chamber, by a trufty 
ſeruant ol hers, in whom ſhe aſſured Þ he was a ſecret Pan - 
der in ſuch affaires : and the Gentleman was not lack to 
tome, vnt making all the haſt he could, came and went tata 
the Chamber, aſking foz the Maſter of the Poale very ſami- 
liarlp : the old Maid notüng allthis; as ſone as ſheo knew 
tem together, went and called her Paſker, and carried him 
v2 by aſecret pairs of fatres to her miſtreſſe chamber doe; 
where, pepingitfa place that the maid befoze had made 
foz the purpoſe, hee ſaw moze then he lookt foz and ſo much 
as pincht him at the very heart, cauſing him to accuſe his 
wile toz a ſttumpet, and his friend foz a fCraptoz : pet ſo; all 
this, valluing bis owne honour moꝛs then their diſhoneſty, 
thinking if be ſhould make an vpꝛoꝛe, hee ſhculd bat aime 

& his owne diſcredite, and canſe himſelle to bee a laughing 
game 
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game fo his enemies, he concealedhis ſozrow with lence 
and taking the maid apart, charged her to kepe all ſecret, 
whatſoeuet ſh had ſœne, cnen as ſhe eſtemed of her owne 
life » fo2 if the vid bewꝛaꝑ it to anę. he bimſelfe weuld with 
his ſwoꝛd make an end of her dayes ? and with that, putting 
his hand in his Neue, gaue che pozemaid fir Angels to buy 
her a new gown: the wench glad of this gil / woꝛe ſolemely 
to tread it vnder fot,and ſith it pleaſed him to conceale it,. ne- 
ner to teucale it ſo long as ſhe lined: vpon thisihep parted, 
che to ber dꝛugerp, and he to the ſield to his man? where, af er 
he had kild the Hare, he returntd home , 4 finding his friend 
in the garden, that in his abſence had bien graſting hoꝛnes in 
the chimntes, ha enfertained him with his wonted famili⸗ 
atitie, and ſhewed no bad countenance to his wife , but dil. 
ſembled all his thoughteto the full. As ſne as dinner was 
done and that he was gotten ſolitary bytimſelfe,he begant o 
vefermioe of reuenge, but not as euer man would haue don 
gow to haue bꝛought his wife to ſhame, and her N oue to con⸗ 
fuſian, hut he buſted his bꝛaine how he might reſerve his hos 
noꝛ inutelate, recls ime his wife, and kepe his friend: me⸗ 
ditating a long time how he might baing all this to paſſe , at 
laſt a humoꝛ fell into his head, dow cuningly to compaſſe all 
thze:and ertoze he went and got him cerfaine Slips, which 
are counterfeit pes of mony,veing baalle, andcouered 0- 
uer with Gluer , which thecommon people call ups: he uing 
furniſhed himſalfe with thele, he put tbem in his purſe and at 
night went to bed as he was wont to do, pet not viing the 
kinde familiarity that he acuſtomed, notwünhſtanding he ab⸗ 
ſtained not from the ble of her body, bat knc w tis wile as as 
fozetimes andeuecy time he commitedthe ed with har , be 
4Jaid the next moꝛning in the window, a Slip, where he was 
ſure ſhe might fi:tdit, and ſo many times as it pleaſed bin 
to dee carnally pleaſant with his wiſe,ſo many Slips he ſtill 
14id downe vpon her cuſhinek. This de died foz the ſpace cf 
a foꝛt : iht, till at laſt his wife finding euerp dap a Slip, c2 
ſometi ne mozcazlelle, wondzed how they cams there, and 
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framining her Waiting maids,none ol them could tell her any 
tying touching them : whereupon ſhee thought to queſtion 
with her Yuſbandaboutit , but being out of remembzance, 
the next mozning as ſhe lay dallyingin bed, it cams into her 
minde, and ſhe asked her hul hand if he laid thoſe lips on her 
Cuſhinet, that ſhe of late found there, hauing neuer ſeene a⸗ 
ny befoze, I marry did I, quoth hee, and haue laid them there 
vpon ſpeciall teaſon, and it is this. 

Luer ſince à was mattied to the, I haue deemed the ho 
nett: and therefoze vſed and honozed the as my wie, parting 
coequall cauours betwixt vs as true loners: but alate finding 
the contrary, and with theſeeyes ſ@ing thee play the whoze 
with my friend, in whom A did repoſe all my traft, I ſought 
not, as many would haue done, ts hene reuenged in bloud, 
but foz the ſafety of mine own honoz which otherwiſs would 
bane bene blemifhed by thy diſhoneſty, 1 haue beene fllent, e 
bhaue neither w2onged iny quondam friend , noz abuſed thee, 
but ſtill do hold bed with ther: the wozld ſhali not ſaſpect any 
thing, and to guench the deſire of luſt J do vſe thy body, but 
not ſs louingly as J would a wifs, but carelefly as JI would 
vſe the body of a falſe Paclot oz Þtrumpet, and therefozo 
tuen as a Whoze, ſo I giue ther hire, whish is tos every 
time aflip, aconterfeit coyne , which is good enough foz a 
ſlippery wanton,that will wong her huſband that loned her 
ſo tenderly, and thus will J vſe the ſoz the ſafety of mine 
ownehonoz, till J haue aſſured pzwfe that thou becõ meſt ho⸗ 
neſt, and thus with teares in his eyes, and his heart ready to 
burſt with ſighs, he was ſilent: whon his wife ſtricken with 
remo2ſe of conſcience, leaping out ofher bed in hor ſmocke, 
humbly confefſing all craued pardon, pzomiſing il hee ſhould 
pardon this offence which was new begun in her, ſhe would 

become a new refozmed woman, and ncuet after (ſo wnchas 
in thought) giue him any occaſion of ſuſpition 62 iealouſie: 
the patient huſband not willing ts v2ge his wife, tsoke her 
at her woꝛd, and told her that when hee found her fv reclays 
med, hee would as afoze he had done, vle her loningly and 2 
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his wife, but fill hee was ſo perſwaded of her honefty, bee 
would pay her ſtill lips ſoʒ his pleaſure, charging her not to 
reneale any thing to his friend, oz to make it knowne to him 
that he was pziuie to their loues. Thus the debate ended, J 
gueſſe, in ſome kind greeting, and the Gentleman went a- 
b:oad to ſe his paſtures, leaving his wife in bedde ſull of ſo3- 
row , and almoſt renting her heart aſſunder with ſighs, As 
ſon as he walked abzoad; the Gentleman his friend came fo 
the bouſe,and aſked foz the god Pan: the Pander that was 
pꝛiu to all their p2aciſes, ſaid, that his Maſter was gone a- 
bꝛoad ts ſeæ his Paſtures, but his Miſtreſſe was in bed; why

Then ſhe holding 
downe her head and bluſhing , began thus: Inde not, 
quoth thee, make manifeſt, how groſſely andgrieucufly you 
and J haus both offended God, and wzenged the honeſt gen⸗ 
tleman my huſband, and your fricnd z bee putting a ſpeciall 
truſt in vs both, andaſſuring fuch earneſt affiance in your 
bnfained friendſhip, that he enencommitted mee his wiſe, 
his loue, his ſecond life, into pour boſome: this leue haue J 
requited with inconRtancy, in plaping the Parlot: that faith 
that hee repoſed in you, haue you returned with treachery: 
: and 
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Und lalch od, in abuſing mine honeſty and his honour. Now, g 
- aremozſe of conſcience toucheth me foz my ſins, that J hear- 
tily repent,and vow tuet hereafter to [ineonly to my Hul⸗ 1 
banv : and thereſoze my ſute is to pou, that from hencefozth. 
you ſhall neuer ſo much as motion any diſhoneſt queſtion vn. 
to me, noꝛ (ake any valawfull pleaſure oz connerſing at 
my hand: ;this is my ſute, and hereunto J haue (wozng you, 
which oath il you obſetue as a faithſull Gentleman, J will 
cenctale from um huſband what is paſt, and reſt in honelt 
ſc2t pour faithfullfriendfoz euet? at this, ſhe burſt a rech in · 
to tear es, and vttered ſuch ſighes, that he thought foz vey 
eriefe her heart would haue cleaued aſunder. The gentleman 
aſtonied at this ſtrange Petamoꝛpholis of his Miſttis, ſate | 
& god While ina maze, and at laſt taking her by the hand, 
made this reply . Do God helpe me, faire (wating , J am 
glad ofthis motion, and wond2ons ioifull that God hath put 
ſuch honeſt thoughts into your mind, and hath made you the 
meanes to reclaime me from my folly : J ſale no lefſe res 
moꝛſe then yon doe in wꝛonging ſo honeſt a frend as pour 
buſband , but (his is the fraileneſſe cf man: and therefeze to 
make amends, Ipꝛoteſt anew, neuer hereafterſo much as 
ia tyouzht to motion you of diſhoneſty, onely J crave you 
be ſilent : ſhe pꝛomiſed that, and ſo they ended, and foz that 
time they parted, At none the Gentleman came home, and 
ch@refully ſallut ed his wiſe, and aſked if dinner werereavy, 
and ſent ſoʒ dis frend vüng him wonder fully faniliarip , gi- 
uing him no occaſion of miſtruſt, and ſo pleaſantly thay paſ 
away the day together; At night when his wiſe and he went 
to bed, ſhe told him all, what had paſt betwene her and his 
friend,and how ſhe had bound him with an oath, and that he 
vclaataiily ot himſelfeſwoze as much, being hartily ſoꝛrie 
that he had ſodcply offended ſo kind a friend.

A was left to my ſelle, J removed my lodging, and gate me 
into ons of thoſe houſes of good Yoſpitallity,wheceunto per- 
ſons reiozt, commonly called a Trugging-dauſe, oz, to bes 
piaine,a (Uhozehouſe, where J gaue my ſelſe fo entertaing 
alicompanions, fitting oz ſtanding at the doozelike a ſtaule, 
toallure oʒ dzawin wanton Paſeng2rs, reſuſtag none that 
would with his Purſe purchaſe me to be his, to (atiſfis the 
diſs2dinate defire ot his filthy lu ; now J began not to re- 
ſpect Perſonage,good qualities, o the gracious fauout of the 
man, wyen epe had no teſped of perſon, fs2 the olveſt Le⸗ 
cher was as welcome as the yongeſt Louer, ſo beebzought 
meate in his mouth, Thus to the griefe of my ſtiends, ha⸗ 
3ard of my ſoule, and conſuming of my body, 3 ſpent a yeare 
oz two, in this baſe oz bad kind of life, ſubied to the whi⸗ 
tle ot euer deſperate Ruffian , (ill on a time there reſozted 
to our houſe aCloathter, a pꝛoper pong man, who by foztune 
comming ficl> to dzinke, eſpying mee, aſked mice if J 
would dzinke with him? there needed no great entteatp, fo: 


. as then J wantedcompanp, and ſo clapt mee downe by dim, 


and beganne very plealanily to welcome him: the inan being 
of himlcife modeſt and honeſt, noted my perſonage, and iu-

bis leane of me with a kite, which mes thought was the 
ſweteſt that ener was giuen mes, as ſoone as hæ was gone, 
J began to thinke what a hanſome man he was, witht that

this varke encugh ? Yee ſiifing him downe on the bed ſide, 
fetcht a deepe ſigh, and ſaid, indifferent, ſo, ſo; but there is a 
glimpſe of light in at the Tiles, ſome body may by foztune (ﬆ@ 
vs: infaithnoqd. J, none but God: God, ſayes bee ! why, 
can God ſee vs here? Good ſir,quoth 1, why I hope you are 
not ſo ſimple, but you know, Gods eyes are ſo clere and pe⸗ 
netrating that they can pierte thzough walls of Bꝛaſſe. And 
olas qu. he,(weete loue, i God (ee bs, ſhall wee not bee mo28 
aſhamed to ds ſuch a filthy act befozr Him, then befoze men? 
I am ſuze thou art not ſo ſhamleſſe but thou wouldſt bluſh 
to haue the meaneſt commoner in London ſe the in the ac-
